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HONORARY PRESIDENT 


Initially I want you to be aware of two major 
assumptions I am making. The first is that life is 
already quite complicated, and the second is that it 
is likely to become even more complicated—and not 
just because this particular group is graduating this 
year. Because of this increasing complexity it seems 
to me that the issue of the seventies will be that of 
asking the question. You know that issue of "to 
partake or not to partake" in many activities. There- 
fore the issue for you—the first graduating class of 
the seventies—is twofold: that of providing alter- 
native answers to the question if it is relevant, and 
that. of asking yet another if it is not. 

This might sound like a progression—in fact it 
better because I hope it is—and a progression con- 
cerned with personal involvement. This involvement 
—as you will find in many cases—is conditional. In 
this instance the first condition is that of awareness of, and satisfaction of, the self. 
This idea can be presented in many ways, but quite basically "How can you expect 
others to believe in you unless first you believe in yourself?" Of course, self- 
evaluation should be realistic. If not, consequences can be brutal. As evidence I 
would like to include a message from Marx. Not Karl, as some might too quickly 
assume, but Groucho, he of cigar and quiz-master fame. "I don't care to belong to 
any social organization that will accept me as amember". In comment, self-aware- 
ness must be kept in some kind of perspective and it will be up to each of you to 
establish the one appropriate to you. The second condition is that of social awareness 
and by social awareness I mean simple recognition and acceptance of differences of 
all kinds. And this, I believe, you have already developed. It is this awareness 
particularly which will make possible your direct involvement in this whole process. 
Remember that the anticipated result—satisfaction—cannot be realized without in- 
volvement and that involvement cannot be realized without initiative and, in turn, 
that initiative comes from the self. But, it comes from the self because of social 
awareness. 

Now let me make one contribution, almost as a sample. To the commonly heard 
question "Is this graduating class ready to face the world?" I would suggest for you 
the most pertinent answer is "IS THE WORLD READY TO FACE THIS GRADUATING 
CLASS?" This question is asked yearly. This answer, and I hope you agree, indi- 
cates the involvement necessary to make the whole progression I have been talking 
about operable. 

Two things remain: one, to offer some personal advice and two, to conclude. 
Football coaches have sayings to fit nearly all occasions and since I am such a person 
I tried to find just the right one. As one can imagine, the pressure builds as you near 
the opposition end zone and at this time the decision of what play to use has to be 
answered. Typically the answer is ''use what got you there" to score. You have 
finished one phase of this "getting you there" and I hope that with it you are able to 
successfully score in life. 

In conclusion, I want to state that I have very much enjoyed my association with 
this graduating class. Thanks for the honour of Honourary President and for the 
opportunity to speak to you tonight.

ATHANASIOS ANAGNOU- 
OUR FOSTER CHILD 


Eastglenites once again took on the 
responsibility of being foster parents of 
Athanasios Anagnou, a ten year old 
Greek boy. Athanasios lives in Lamia, 
a village in central Greece, and is 
presently in the fifth year of primary 
school. According to their school sys- 
tem, he will write his gymnasium 
exams next year to determine if he will 
continue his education. 

The Anagou family consists of his 
father, mother and himself. The father 
is disabled by hemiplegia, a paralysis 
of a portion of the body, thus placing an 
extra burden on the family. Athanasios’ 
mother has a nervous condition and 
kidney trouble. She works as a labourer 
and also takes care of their farm. Their 
average income amounts of $16.00 per 
month. To supplement their income, 
Eastglen sends them $200 per year, in 
care of the Foster Parents Plan of Can- 
ada. Much of this money is used to buy 
clothing and vitamin pills for the family. 
In addition to this amount, a Christmas gift is sent directly to the family for 
their own use. This year we raised over one hundred dollars. 

Through this relationship, Eastglenites hear how a youngster in another 
part of the world thinks and behaves. 

In every letter we receive, Athanasios expresses great enthusiasm and am- 
bition to finish his education. The following letter which we received in Novem- 
ber 1969 is typical of this: 


Respected Foster Siblings, 

I'll now write how is the weather and what lessons we are doing in school- 
I wish you to be always well- I am always thinking of you with joy- I hope that 
you are having a good time in your beautiful country- I believe that you are 
doing good progress in your lessons in school and that you are having a good 
time- here lessons in our school are continuing intensely and this year I am 
studying more because I am going to the 5th grade- the weather here is pleas- 
ant and it is neither very cold nor hot- now sowings are taking place and it is 
the most blessed moment- olives are getting ripe together with other fruits as 
apples, oranges, pears, pomegranates etc and dry ones as chestnuts, almonds 
etc- nature around us is melancholy and sweet- we are now making preparations 
for Xmas and the coming winter and soon it'll come in all its pomp- now all 
inhabitants of my village will be busy with the gathering of olives- I am awaiting 
your letter with happy news- in Oct. we received 240 drs ($8) and | tin olive 
oil- you have regards from my parents- I greet you, your brother.
